WARNING; when you squeeze the trigger, you must expect the gun lo tire, and you must take full re- 
sponsibility for firing it. Your care can avoid accidental discharge, and you will thereby avoid accidental 
Injury and death.

A GENERAL HANDLING C,-U;7'/0;V5' 

1 , Always handle your firearm as if it were loaded so that you never fire it accidemally when you think it 
is unloaded. 

2, Never point your firearm at anything you do not intend lo siioot so dial if it fires accidentally, injury, 
death, or damage to properly will he prevented. 

3, Never lake anyone’s word that a gun Is unloaded; check for yourself wilh fingers off the trigger and the 
gun poimed in a safe direclion, so that you never fire the gun accideiually, 

4, Alw.iys make sure that your firearm Is not loaded and that (he bolt Is latched open before laying it 
down or handing it to another person, so tliai it cannot be fired when ii is unsafe lo do so, 

5, Ahvays keep and carry your firearm empty, except when you Intend to shoot, so ihai your firearm 
caiinoi be fired accidemally.

6- Ahvays be aware or possible risk from droppitiy your firearm. Some parts of (lie mechanism could 
be damaged.

Clean a wet or fouled firearm immediately, so that it will function correctly and safely.

Forcing damaged ammuni- 
tion into the chamber could damage your rifle and result in injury, death, or damage to propeay,

16. Never drink alcoholic beverages or lake drugs before or during shooting, as your vision and judge- 
ment could be seriously impaired. 

17. Always seek a doctor's advice If you arc taking medication, to be sure you are fit to shoot and handle 
your fircann safely, 

18. Always wear and encourage others to wear car protection when shooting, especially on a range. 
■Without car protection, the noise from your firearm and other guns around you could leave a "ringing" in 
the ears for some time after firing. The cumulative long-term effect could he pemianeni hearing loss. 

19. Always wear aad cacourage olhers to went- protective shooting glasses. Flying particles could dam- 
age the eyes and cause blindness, 

20. Always keep the safely sel to "Safe" when Ibc llrcarm is loaded aad cocked, until you are aiming at a 
largcl and arc ready to fire. This wj II minimize liic risk of an accidental discharge. 

21. Always keep yourself and others clear of the ejection port. Comidges can be ejected witli enough 
force to cause injury, and the ejection port must be unobstructed by your hand to ensure safe ejection of 
live rounds.

22. Never squeeze (he trigger or put your finger In tlic trigger guard imlil you are aiming at a target 
and ready to slioot. This will liclp prevent the firearm from firing when pointed in an unsafe direelion. 

23. Always be absolutely sure ofyour target and the area behind it before you squeeze the trigger. A 
bullet could travel through or past your target up to three miles, If in doubt, do not shoot, 

24. Never attempt to fire if water Is In the barrel. Water can accumulate if your firearm is exposed to 
heavy rain or fog, Open lire bolt and allow water to drain before firing, and clean as soon as possible, 

25. Never sboot at a hard surface sncli .as rock, or at a liquid surface such as water. A bullel may rico- 
chet and (ravel in any direelion lo strike you or an object, causing injury, death, or damage to property. 

26. Never discharge a firearm near fiammablc material. Flame and sparks erupt from the firearm when 
discharged; they could slari a fire or cause flarnmable liquids and gases lo explode, 

27. Never fire your lirarin near an animal unless il is trained lo accept the noise. An animal's sianled 
reaclion could cause an accident. 

28. Never Indulge in "liorseplay”whllc bnlrilng your flrcarni, 

29. Never walk, climb or follow a companion with your firearm cocked and ready to fire (in balicry), to 
eliminate risk of accidcnlal discharge. When huiiling, hold your fireami so dial you can always comrol 
the direction oflhe muzzle, and keep the safely lever set lo "safe".

If a hangfire (slow ignition) has occurod. the round should fire within 30 
seconds, Ifihc round docs hot firc^ open (he ejccT [lie round, ^nd examine The primer; if ihe firing 
pin inden[ on llic primer is light, off-center, or non-cxistani, have the fireami examined by a competciii 
gunsmith before firing again, li the indciiT appears normal, assume faulty animunition; sccregate tlic 
misfired round from other live ammunition ond empty cases, reload The firearm, and cominue firim;.

AMMUmnO^F SELECTION 

Colt fircirms arc designed to ftinciion willi a variety of brands and types offactory-manufaclurcd ammunllion in 
the appropriate caliber; however, not all ammunition produces the same results, Colt recommends that after you read 
and understand this manual, go to the firing range and (ire various brands of ammunition that are appropriate for the 
caliber of your f rearm. Once you find the brand of ammunition that provides you with good accuracy and function, 
continue using that brand, 

/K CAUTION; Always confirm (hat the ammunitipn Is clean nnd undninngcd before closing the bolt. Forc- 
ing damaged ammunition into the chamber could damage your rifle and result in injury, death, or damage to 
property. 

Use only .iminunition recommended as suitable for your firearm. Examine the ammunition, particularly on and 
around the primer. Look for dents, scratches, and other signs of damage. Do not load damaged ammunition. 

/^CAUTION: To mlnlmi/.c the risk of uninlenlional damage, load live amninnlclon into your firearm only 
when you arc about to shoot. 

/?\ C.AL‘TION: ^iever leave your rirearm cocked, loaded, nnd ready to fire without the safety being set to 
“safe”. This is the "fire" condition and could be extremely dangerous; the firearm could be accidentally dis- 
charged, causing injury, death, or damage to property. 
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GENERAL SAFETY RULES 



Know your firearm. Be sure lo read ihe cmirc manual, including the insiructions on how to use the firearm 
safely and coirectly. 

Always treat your firearm as if it were loaded. Be sure that the safety lever is in the Safe or Safe and 
Lock Bolt" position until you arc ready to fire. Do not make any adjustments. Never make any changes to any 
parts of the gun. 

Mainlnin your firearm properly by keeping the barrel clean and free from obstructions. Clean and in- 
spect all pans of the firearm periodically, to make sure its mechanisms function properly. 

Always keep the muzzle pointed in a safe direction. Never point a firearm at anyone. 

Use only tlic cartridge inscribed on the barrel. 

Handloads can be dangerous. Colt will not be responsible for accidents or damage caused by handloads. 

Unload your firearm when not in use. Never store a loaded firearm in .any building or vehicle. 

Never leave your firearm accessible lo children, or to people that have not been properly trained to 
safely handle a firearm.

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OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 



The boll assembly ofyour new Colt Liglu Rifle is packed separately in ilic shipping coniainer. To install the boll, firsi 
move the safely lever lo its fonvardposiiion, then fiithc lugs on the forward end of the bolt into the back end of the re- 
ceiver, and slide die boll forward. The bolt handle can now be pushed forward and down to its dosed posilion, 

S.'VTETY OPERATION: 

The safety lever can be operated when the bolt is in its closed position, or when the boll is removed. The forward safety 
lever position is ihe Fire position. The middle posilion is the Safe and Boll Lock posilion; this will prevcntlhc rifle from 
firing and also prevent the boll from being moved. The rearward posilion is die Safe posilion; holdig the safely lever in 
Ihe Safe position will allow the bolt to be moved for unloading, while still preventing the rifle from firing, Releasing die 
safety lever from the Safe posilion will allow it to move on its own to die Safe and Bolt Lock position. 

LOADING THE RIFLE; 

Caiilioii; The safely lever must l^OT he placed fri ihe Fire posilion during loading and lor/ondfiig, 

Caution: Do not use amiitunition lliar is damaged or of the incorrect caliber. 

' While holding ihc safety lever in its Safe posilion. raise Ihe bolt liindlc. 

* Releascthesafelylevcrandslidethebolircarward,c.'iposinglhemaga7,inefo11oiver, 

■ Visually check ihc ammunition foranyscraichcs ordents, especially near the primer. Check the caliber marked on 
die back of die casing, lobe cenain it matches the caliber of your gun, 

" Load ihc magazine by placing one cartridge at a time into die magazine, with thebullel forward, Press down on die 
cartridge until it is held by die feed lips. Place the next canridge lo he loaded on lop of ihe previous cartridge, and 
repeat unii I the desired number of cartridges is loaded. 

' Push ihe boh handle fully forward and down to its closed posilion. This will load ihe lOp cartridge into the cham- 
ber and allow the safety lever to move on ils own into its Safe and Bolt Lock posilion.

UNLOADING THE FIREARM 



Caution; The safely lever niiisl SOT be placed in the Fire position during loading and unloading. 

■ Always poini ihe firearm in a safe dircclion. 

• While holding ihc safely lever in iisSafepnsilioii, raise ihe boll handle, 

’ Release ihc safew lever and slowly slide ilic boll rearward. The remaining canidge will be cjccicd from ihc rifle. 

• Close ihe bolt by pushing ihe bolt Toward and down. 

■ Repeat ihe same proeedure lo remove all ammunition, 

• Take care during this process lo not allow any ammuniiion to hit the ground, 

f\ WARNINGi 

This firearm, as wiih any firearm, may discharge accidenlally if il is dropped or it receives a blow lo ihc muzzle, 
front, orrearoflhe gun while a round is in the chamber. This may occur regardless oflhc position of the safety 
lever. Therefore, the user's extra e arc and strict adherence to these instructions is mandatory for minimizing the 
risk of accidents. 
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CLEANING YOUR FIREARM 



WHEN TO CLEAN 

Make sure lhal ihe magazine and chamber of [he fireaiiii are empry. Before firing, check (hal [he barrel and chamber 
are dry and free of any obsiruciions. After firing, clean your firearm as soon as possible. This will reduce fhc chances 
of corrosion. Check your gun after a few days lo confinn lha[ no further cleaning is necessary. For oplimum perfor- 
mance, Coir recommends a thorough cleaning after each burning trip or trip to the shooting range. 

CLEANING THE BARREL ASSEMBLY 

* While holding [he safety lever in its Safe position, raise the bolt handle. Release the safety lever and slide the bolt 
rearward, Depresstheboltstopandrcmovelhcboilasemblyfromlhercaroflhcreceivcr. 

■ Sivab with a patch wetted with Hoppes #9 or another suitable bore cleaner, 

* With a cleaning brush, remove any carbon residue. 

■ With a cleaning rod designed for the caliber of your rifle, run a bristle brush wetted with Hoppes tr9 or another 
suitable bore cleaner through the barrel assembly. 

' After brushing, swab the barrel assembly with a patch wetted with Hoppes f)'9 or another suitable bore cleaner. 

■ Follow with a dry patch, to remove any remaining carbon. If the barrel assembly was cleaned correctly, the dry 
patch after swabbing should be relatively dean with little carbon showing. 

* To remove any copper fouling, place on the cleaning rod a patch welted with one of the following: Shooter's 
Choice, Hoppes Benchrcsl, Sweets 7.62, or Bames CR-10, Swab the barrel assembly, replace the dirty patch 
and continue until the patches no longer show a blue-green stain, Follow up with a dry patch swabbed through 
the barrel assembly, 

* Finally, swab the barrel assembly with a patch welted with Hoppes Nitro Solvent, followed by a dry paicll, 

BA REEL BREAK-IN 

Breaking in a barrel is an essential pan of accuracy for any rifle. For optimum accuracy, Colt recommends 
thoroughly cleaning your barrel every five rounds for ilie first 50 rounds using the cleaning insimclions in the 
previous section. 
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USING AUTHORIZED PARTS 



If you or anyone eljc makes unauihorizcd alicralions or uses miauiliorized pans wiili your firearm, Colt will not as- 
sume responsibility for its function. Your firearm is mnnuraciured to perform properly with the original pans as de- 
signed. It is your duty to make sure that any pans you buy arc installed correcily by Colt Rifles Inc., and that neither 
replacements nor originals arc altered or changed. This is why we recommend sending your Coil firearm to Coll 
Rifles Inc. for service. 

Your gun is a complex tool with many pans that must relate correctly to the other parts. Putting a gun rogether wrong 
or with modified parts can result in a damaged gun, danger, and injury or death to you and others through malfunc- 
tion, Double-check any work you think was not pcrfomicd by Colt Rifles Inc.; feel free to call our customer service 
depamnent for additional help and information. We at Coll think this is a small price lo pay for your safety. 
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HOW TO OBTAIN SERVICE 



You may obtain service for your Colt firearm at any time it is necessary. Make sure lltai your firearm is not loaded, 
then ship it to Coll Rifes Inc, Address is provided below. 

For spare parts, seek advice from the dealer; they should have up-to-date infomiation on bow to best obtain genuine 
Coll pans. An illusltaiion and a list of pan names arc included in this manual, to help you identify tbe pan you need. 
It is important to note Ibat not all pans are available for sale; those parts which are available should be installed at 
Colt Rifes Inc. When ordering pans, please give the pan name as shown on the pans list. Also, give the caliber, 
model name, and serial number of your frearm.

SHIPPING YOUR FIREARM 



Various federal and siaic laws and local ordinances govern die transfer and transportation of firearms, so take the 
advice of the dealer in your area on how to properly send or iranspon your firearm to Colt Rifles Inc. 

Before shipping your firearm, please follow these important pointers: 

+ Make sure the magaaine and chamber of the firearm arc empty. 

• Write a letter explaining the problem and your requirements, in as mueh detail as possible. Include the model 

name, serial number, and your return address and telephone number, then enclose the letter wilb the firearm in a 
well-padded package. 

‘ Do not ship presentation boxes, accessories (such as scopes, slings, etc.), or explosive components, 

^ Do not indicate on the outside of the box its contents, and do not put Colt's name on the address, so that an 

inquisitive thief will not be attracted to your package. 

■ Always insure the package and its contents for the full value against loss, damage, or ihcfl. 
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TROUBLESHOOTING 



ACCURACY PROBLEM 

From lime lo lime, a rifle ihal once slioi very well will begin lo shooi poorly for no apparent reason. If this happens to 
you, there arc some things you can do lo dcicrmine whai the cause of your accuracy problems arc. 

Thoroughly dean your rifle as described in the “Cleaning Your Firearm" seclion of this manual. Each time a 
shot is fired, copper from the bullet is deposited on the inside of the band. Over time, this accumuallion can 
cause accuracy to decline and may also create a dangerous situation by increasing pressure levels. By keeping 
your barrel dean, you are emending the life of your band. 

' Try shooting your tine with a different scope. Scope manufacturers do an excellent job of making scopes, but 
occasionally one will break through use, abuse, or neglect. If the second scope that you try yields no belter 
accuracy, return the rifle to us immediately for our inspection. However, ifusing the second scope produces 
accuracy that you have come lo expect, your accuracy problems arc the result of a damaged scope, Colt recom- 
mends that you return the scope to the manufacturer for repair, since all scope manufacturers have excellent 
repair policies.
